We hear that a Society of the Union Fire- Office in Gut- 
ter Lane have taken the great Houfe formerly Alderman 
Levett’s, in Maiden Lane, in order to erect a magnificent

On Sunday Night about Ten o’Clock Mr.Rumbal of 
Coleman-flreet, and three other Gentlemen, coming in a 
Coach from Newington, were robbed of their Money by 
two Highwaymen, between Kingfland and Shoreditch ;

The following Stratagem was made ufe of by Maclaine 
in robbing Lord Eglinton: My Lord was going over 
Hounflow Heath Ro and thefe Fellows being informed 
of his having a confiderable Sam of Money with him, re- 
folved to rob him ; But as he was well armed with a double 
Barrel Blunderbufs, fome Contrivance was neceffary to ac- 
complifh their Defign; they therefore agreed, that one 
fhould go before the Poft Chaife, and the other behind 
it ; he before flopp’d the Chaife, and fkreened himfelf be- 
fore the Pottilion, fo that his Lordthip could not difcharge 
the Blunderbufs at the Fellow without killing his Servant ; 
in the mean Time the Fellow t hind the Chaife came clofe 
to his Lordfhip, and fwore, if he did not throw the Blun- 
derbufs out of the Chaife, he would blow his Brains through 
his Face ; his Lordthip finding himfelf thus befet, was con- 
ftrained to comply, and was robbed of his Portmanteau 
and 40 Guineas; his Lordfhip had two Servants about half 
a Mile behind. On feaching Maclaine’s Lodgings, a Coat 
of Lord Eglington’s was found, and his Lordfhip’s Blun- 
derbufs ; a Whip of Thomas Lockyer, Efq; Member for 
Ivelchefter, with his Name on it; and a Clergyman’s 
Whip, Shoes, &c taken out of the Portmanteaus in the 
Salifbury Stage Coach ; there were alfo found a great many 
very richaBuits of Cloaths belonging to himfelf, and in the 
Pockets of a Frock a Pair of Piftols loaded, as alfo two 
Powder Horns, and fome Ball ; in fearching his Drawers, 
21 Purfes of various Kinds were found all crammed into one, 
and a great Variety of Rings and other Effeéts, to the Va- 
lue of near 2001. On Saturday he was examined before 
Juftice Lediard, in the Prefence of the Right Hon. the 
Earl of Chefterfield, Lord Montford, Lord Duncannon, 
and feveral other Perfons, and we hear he has made fome 
difcoveries. He was fent back to the Gatehoufe, where 
he is clofely confined, and Nobody fuffered to come to him. 

It is faid that Maclaine has impeached one Plunkett, a 
Journeyman Apothecary ; and confeffed that they had com- 
mitted 33 Robberies; but declared he never fired a Pittol, 
or committed any Violence whatever to: thofe he robbed.
